county jail made a sensational break ' 
for liberty by beating the son of the 
jailer, overpowering a guard and mak- 
ing their getaway.

shortly after the break, but the other 
two were not landed until late in the 
afternoon. 
One of those who almost 


succeeded in making good his escape 
secured a change of clothes by enter- 
ing a farmhouse in Barrington 
and 


stealing a suit. 


Among those who attempted 
to 


break-tneir moorings was the notori- 
ous "Chick" Dillon of Boston, man 
of 


many aliases, wanted in several states 
and held here for the past month in 
$-1000 bail on the charge of attempting 
to sell an automobile alleged to have 
been stolen. 


The prisoners had carefully planned 


their break, for they waited until the 
working inmates had been taken to 
the farm, under the charge 
of 
the 


turnkey, when Dillon called for a mop 
with which to clean his cell. Unsus- 
pectingly Jailer Ham, whose son wa? 


• In the vicinity, sent him with the mop 
to Dillon's cell. When young Ham ap- 
peared, however, he was set upon by 
Dillon and three companions, James 
Twombly, 
Kenneth 
Harrimcin 
ami 


James Brown, who beat him up rather 
severely. They then overpowered the 
guard who was dispensing tools to the 
prisoners who work on the farm. 


Young Hani quickly recovered from 


his beating, however, and spread the 


. alarm. 
Several guards about 
the 


grounds immediately gave chase and 
it was not long before Dillon 
and 


Twornbly were captured but a short 
distance from the jail after a chase of 
about half a mile. 


Dillon was nearly exhausted ana 


Tvns lying" in some bushes when Dep- 
uty Sheriff and Jailer Edgar J Ham 
and another guard came upon him. He tome in Kittery Saturday afternoon 
offered no resistance and was taken 


As soon as the break became known 


Jailer Ham bent his efforts to cap- 
ture Dillon, who is the most wanted 
and dangerous prisoner at the jail 
After the Strafford county authorities 
set through with him, he will be 
taken on a capias to Pall River, where 
he is wanted in connection with pass- 
lug an alleged forged check. 


Dillon was arrested here June 5 un- 


der the name of Robert J. Harris. He 
claimed he came from 
Manchester 


but his identity was made as Dllloni 
the much-wanted Massachusetts man!

A short time ago 25 young brake- 


men in the freight service, who had 
been promoted to the "passenger ser- 
vice for the summer, were sent back 
to freight -work. A number of them are 
now out of employment, due to the 
jsmall amount of freight 
moving-on 


this division. Immediately after this 
change 27 brakemen in the passenger 
service were laid off because of slack 
business in the passenger department. 


In all 31 passenger breaking Jobs 


have been abolished since the men 
were granted their Increase 
of five 


percent in wages and the new work- 
ing rules went Into effect. 
The old 


men in the service got the increase 
and the young men lost their jobs. 


Next Monday five additional trains 


will be taken off and other changes 
will go into effect; 
which 
will put 


more trainmen out of employment. 


On the Saugus branch, in two in- 


stances, whole crews have lost their 
places through the economy regime. 1 
Unless business picks up for the rail- 
roads in the, fall there wfll be a large 
number -without employment. Most of 
them have never done any other kind 
of work. 


Conditions are even more serious in 


the-frefght service. 


Numerous Jobs in the station ser- 


vice have been abolished, and in some 
instances stations are closed, with no 
employes attending them. Every em- 
ploye wh'ose services can he spared, 
without weakening the safety-first 
policy of the road, is being laid off.

look, the Xe\v York Tribune and other 
periodicals. 
Mr. Bruce believes that 


psychology is the most helpful of the 
sciences in solving ' social 
problems 


and in this belief is devoting his life 
to its study. 


The introductory lecture 
was 
on 


"Psychology Pa^t and Present." 
At 


the outset Mr. Bruce mentioned some 
of the mistaken ideas about psychology 
which have brought it into disrepute; 
that it was a substitute for religion, 
something occult, merely a matter of 
psychical research. The antiquity of 
the study of the .phenomena of the 
mind, dating back to the Greeks who 
made of it more metaphysics 
than 


science, up to 
the 
recent 
changes 


which have come upon ic were sug- 
gested and will be developed in later 
lectures of the week. 


Mr. Bruce is to emphasize the social 


side of his subject because he- realizes 
th.it the social situation at present is 
so bad, with all of the great 
social 


evils so alarmingly on the 
increase, 


including marriage failure, vice, crime, 
spicide, economic inefficiency, mental 
disease and all of the rest. Some be- 
lieve, he said, that the trouble is with 
civilization itself and predict that it is 
fated to go the way of earlier civiliza- 
tions, but he does not hold this view. 
The - trouble, Jn his opinion, is that, 
with the changes in human environ- 
ment wrought by science and Inven- 
tion, man has not been fitting himself 
to withstand the allurements of civil- 
ization.
